Decide on a sheltered spot, safe 
from pouncing cats and strong 
winds, if you want birds to come 
to yuur winter feeding station, Dr. 
George M. Sutton, associate pro- 
fessor of zoology at the University 
of Michigan, advifes. 

No special equipment is needed 
for such a counter, the University 
professor pointed out. In select- 
ing the spot for placing the food, 
a partial roof or awning above the 
window is a good thing, thought 
not absolutely essential, Dr. Sut- 
ton said. 

People who want to attract 
birds to the feeding station should 
take advantage of the snowfals. 
Many birds will come to the feed- 
ing counter when they must take 
shelter from storm. Michigan 
birds have perfectly adequate 
feather covering and if they have 
food, they are safe, Dr. Sutton 
said. But wait for that first

flower seeds. Bird lovers can 
usually make arrangements with 
a farmer to save complete sun- 
flower heads for them. These 
are then strung up for the birds 
and are a great favorite with 
downy and hairy woodpeckers, 
chickadees and tufted titmouse. 
The cardinal likes this food, too, 
but for this bird the seed should 
be placed on the ground, as he 
dislikes flying up to get it. 

Other foods which will attract 
the birds are cracked nuts, hick- 
ory nuts, peanuts and black wal- 
nuts, and of course, the lump ef 
suct tacked to the trunk of a tree 
or placed in a container of kitchen 
wire through which the birds can 
peck. 

One of the prettiest birds you 
can have as a “guest” durihg the 
winter is the evening grosbeck,.a 
black-white-olive green and yel- 
low bird about the size of a robin, 
Dr Sutton said. Bobwhites may 
be seen at winter feeding stations 
occasionally. 

The brown creeper, a small de- 
fenseless brown, grey and white 
bird with slender curved bill, will 
often slip in when the others birds 
have finished and will stay as 
long as the others will let him. 
'The titmouse and chickadee. may. 
get bold enough to eat out of your 

hand, Dr. Sutton said.
